3. Claim 2, "said plurality of rails" lack a clear antecedent basis. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 



4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form 
the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

5. Claims 17-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Burns, Jr. et al 
(6,077,745). 

Regarding claim 17, Burns , figures 1-72, and related text on col. 1-34, (figures 129, 10, 11, 
26, 37), disclose a method of forming a memory cell, comprising: forming rails/pillars 230 of 
semiconductor material on a substrate 235; doping a first portion of said rails (see figure 37); 
forming a dielectric 460 on said first portion of at least every other one of said rails; forming a 
plate electrode 265 (see figure 10) on said first portion adjacent pairs 230 of said rails; forming 
an FET 205 in a second portion of said rails adjacent said first portion, said FET having a gate 
electrode 275 disposed on all exposed sides of a part of said second portion of said rails. 
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Regarding claims 18-20, Burns also teaches a SOI substrate having a buried insulator layer 
250, and wherein said plurality of rails are disposed on and contact said buried insulator layer; 
the dielectric 260 is formed on said first portion of all of said rails on which a memory cell is to 
be formed. 



6. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure: Burns'477, Furukawa'801 are cited as of interest.
